The Award. 

The Geneva Tribunal and its ^vork 
are passing into history. How diilicult 
for the mind adequately to g-rasi) the 
full import of what has just boon, en- 
acted upon tli6 quiet bduks of tho 
"clear placid Lemau"of Byroiiic verso. 
Geneva! "NVliat historic memories 
cluster nround thy slioros from which 

"Tliero "breathes n livln^^ frnRraiu-fS 
Of llowo™ freuh with c-liiUllioud." 

The seat whence issued forth from 
Calvin and Knox tho great truths 
of tho gi-o%t(ist Reformation. Tlie 
citadel -whence Voltaire propogatcd 
the lies of infidelity. To be rendereil 
still more f ami. as in history as tho 
birth-i>laco of Peace — tho inauguration 
of that era when iutcrnational quarrels 
will ho settled by peaceful arbitration 
— when tho demon War shall bo held 
in chains. ' It may be worth while to 
give the renders of this journal a 
glimpse at tho mirrior of British and 
American oj^inion on tho "Award." 
The "Times" thinks that altliougli 
tho testiiaony of tho conscicnco of 
Great Britain is that she did not fail 
in her duty, and although that testi- 
mony finds abundant corroboration in 
tho Gene m Tribunal, to say nothing 
about the logical and convincing pro- 
test of Sir Alexander Cockburn, still 
all the nations, our own not the least, 
have good cause to rejoice at tho gene- 
ral result. The "News" thinks that, 
the grand object having been attained, 
tho award should be accepted in the 
tiuo S2niit in which the reference was 
uade. "We have frankly submitted 
the matter in dispute between us and 
the United States to arbitration; we 
have obtained a settlement which no 
one wishes to dispute, and we have 
given the strongest possible sanction — 
that of practical application — to rules 
and principles of public law which we 
may reasonably expect will materially 
contribute to our security in time of 
war." The "JIanchester Guardian" 
curtly expresses its riews thus: "Mr. 
Lowe will mi-s tho money, but, as we 
have on previous occasions pointed 
out, we are not jjaying an exorbitant 

grice for the advantage which we gain 
•om this "final and absolute" settle- 
ment of the Alabama claims." The 
"London Standard," more philosophi- 
cal and apparently less Ci-edidons than 
its contemporaries, says: ",So!U(.' of our 
contemporaries in this country are dis- 
. posed to congratulate themselves on 
the security acquired by the award 
against American privateers, and think 
it cheaply purchased. CJlieap if real. 
But is it real V It will be said tiiat 
America conid not for shame refuse to 
be bound by her own rules, and to ad- 
mit the precedent she has herself estab- 
lished — that she must submit to arbit- 
ration under the ni'cs of 1871. And 
yet at the very moment when she es- 
tablished this precedent, in the very 
act of accepting that arbitration and 
laying down those rules, she refused to 
wihmit to arbitration her own conduct 
in a much clearer and more flagrant 
case than that of tho Alabama — refused 
even to entertain the notion of tryin.L;' 
herself by her own rules. \\'liv suji- 
pose that she will scruple to do a^aiii 
what she did in the case of the k'enian 
piracies ? Why imagine that she will 
hereafter respect the law, whieh, even 
ill act of enforcing it against us, she re- 
pudiated when we claimed itsbeneiits? " 
Thodoubts expressed by the 'Standard' 
are neither idle nor ill-considered; for, 
fight against it as one will, there is stdl 
present to the sober thinker the doubt 
that, after all, this Geneva business 
may not prove to bo tho inauguration 
of a new era, in which "lire a. id sword" 
wnllgive place to an Areojjagus, but 
only the selllemcnt of a dispute, 
neither party to which cared to light. 
Turning- to "America." 'the "Now York 
Herald," critici.sing thn award, suy.s" a 
more thorough imposition tJian tlii> W'usli- 
ington Treaty has never been pulnird ntY 
on any country. A dijdnumtip ti-iuniph 
lias been gained, lint ueitlicr hoiif.ur, rvo 
dit, nor poouniary iulvantaf<n lias rcsuUfd 
from tho sottleiuciit, ■wliicli is not honoiir- 
aliloor prolitaldo. The whole aflfair has 
liccn uiifortunatn for tho credit of tho 
United States, .ind li.'i."! bi'di a luore farce 
instead of a friunipli for tin' pcai-c (if tlic 
vorld." 'J'Ih! "H.irald" alludes to the 
nward as tho ])itiful upHhot of a loud de- 
inand, and finya Eiif^land can well ufl'ord to 
hear tiio loss. Tho ' ' Now York World" Hays : 
— ' 'We came out of court admitting we liave 
unjuBtly abused Great Britain, and Groat 
Britain coini!.'? out of court adiiiittiiit; slie 
ought to indemnify a few of our citi/.ens 
■who sufforedfrom tlic cart\iessiiesH of soiuo 
of her BUthorities. England can well af 
ford to toss tlioso paltry millions into tln^ 
outstretched hand of the American Presi- 
dent, who kneels to receive them." The 
"New York Tribune" calls tho amount 
n-warded a trilling sum, and coiisid(!r.s that 
nil that has been positively gained is, in 
every ])oint of view, a nio:-al advantage to 
England. Let us consider ourselves for- 
tunate, says tho "Tribune," not to lose 
more hy the treaty in tho long run than an 
amount in gold." It may be stated, in a 
■word, that throughout tho Dominion of 
Canada, tho award is generally accepted 
as l)oing, uiioii tho wliole, a satisfactory 
fiottloment of loiig-staiiiling diU'erencps 
between two countries who, of all others, 
ought to live in jieaco and aunty. JS evcu- 
tl^eless, aoonvicticn prevails, one in which 
we heartily share, that the responsibility 
of Great Britain cannot be justly hold to 
extend beyond tho Alabama, if, indec^d, it 
d«es o.tteud even thai far thus rini-eeing 
■with the stand takon hy Sir Ale.xanilei- 
C'ookburii, oiio of tho clevore.st legal 
minds of the ])rescnt ago. It is perfectly 
obvious from the above extracts that tli'e 
award is less palatable to Brother Jonathan 
than to John Bull, — in itself a sortof noga- 
tivo couHolation to tlus latter, ft would, 
illdood, he. uiatlnr of siucere re,','ret sliouhl 
anything occur to dotraot from tho value 
of tho liirgor rosults of the Geneva Tribu- 
nil, as a Huoeoasful experiment for adjiist- 
, jiig ii\ternatioual; difierenoes. . ^< 



Reprebensible, if True. 

Certain revelations at Now Westminster 
tend to placo our Cabinet of lawyers in an 
unenviable dilemma. Soiuo mouths ago 
the IMniiiciiial Council of that city took 
tho necessary stops for coining under tho 
operations of tho now Municipal Act; but 
it was oxiircHsly stated in the application 
for incorporating (clanso six) that tho now 
municipal machinery should not coino into 
operation till the third Monday in Janu- 
ary. In the face of this explicitno.ss, 
bowovor, tlio Cabinet of lawyers gave it 
instant force, yot so as to leave tho city 
without municipal powers during the ro- 
maindor of tho i)resentyear! Whether this 
extraordinary act was the result of stupid- 
ity ov design it is not for us to say ; but 
Ministers are welcome to select either 
horn of the ugly dilemma. If tho former, 
they are too stupid to bo Ministers. If 
tho latter, they are too iliBlioncst. Our 
Now Westminstor contemporary docs not 
hesitate to indicate its belief that tho seom- 
iug blunder was tho result of deep do- 
sign. It concludee a well-written and 
temperate article u})on tho subject in tho 
following words : — "Had there been noth- 
ing: in the matter save wliat ajjpenrs on tho 
surface, no graver charge than that of 
conunitting a most unaccountable blunder 
would lie at tho door of the Executive; 
but the fact that by killin,*!; tho Council, 
they guarded ap;ainst vuy troublo which 
mi^ht possibly arise out of a certain for- 
mer high-handi;d attempt to override tho 
ratepayers of Now Westminster, gives the 
whol(! afl'uiraii ugly look, and causes some 
ti) encpiire whether Kospousiblo Govern- 
ment, as at present administered, is any 
better than the Despotism it replaced. 
Here, in all ])robnbility, lies the secret; 
and when it is borne in mind that the il- 
lustrious organ-grinder of tho Ministry on 
tho banks of thn l''raser was threatened 
with summary oje<'tmout from tho Coun- 
cil, because of bis inability to qualify, the 
conclusion of our contemporary wiil a]^- 
poar all tho more feasible. Truly may 
we exclaim, in tho famous words of Bret 
Harte, slightly altered for the occasion. 
For ways that tro dark 
And tricka that am vain, 
Cabinet lawyen are peculiar.

The Deoision of the Arbitra- 
tors. 

Tho Bceno in the Court of Arbitrdtion 
at Geneva when tho award was announced 
in thus dosoribed by an eye-witness:— 

During tho reading of the decision the 
attention of the curious was closely fixed 
on Chief Justice Cockburn. Ho crouch- 
ed down in his chair, nearly hid behind 
an onormouH pile of manuscript, which, 
without exaggeration, wan live inches 
thick. When his aQirmativo vote on tho 
case of the Alabama was announced, tho 
spectators began to hope that he might 
show a similar degree of independence in 
tho other cases. But this hope was dis- 
appointed. Tho solitary "No" in tho 
case of tho Florida was his; one of tho 
"Noes" in' tho case of tho Shenandoah 
was his, the other being that of Viscount 
d'ltajnba. So, as the reading proceeded 
and the spectators showed their satisfac- 
tion, tlio Chief Justice bocamo more and 
more nervous, and attracted more and 
more the attention of his friends. Scarce- 
ly was tho ceremony tinisliod when lie be- 
gan" "j\Ir. I'resiilent — Not being ablo to 
agree to — " wdion Count Sclopis impa- 
tiently begged him to wait. After other 
formalities had been completed, tho Presi- 
dont settled back in his sent and motioned 
for tho venera))le jurist to proceed. So 
lie renewed thrt atte.ajjt, this time with 
success — "Mr. President; Xot being ablo 
to agree to tiie conclnsiou expressed in 
tho decision of the Tribunal, I have ]iro- 
pared a i)ftppr which expresses my indi- 
vidual views. I ask that it be annoied 
to the protocols of tho Tribunal and print- 
ed therewith." No objectimi was made. 
On tho contrary, there was heard a gener- 
al sigh of relief from those wlio had been 
regarding with alarm the bulky docu- 
ments which hid tlie sjieaker. Tho sun 
was very liot, and tho audience wero in no 
temper for dissenting opinions. A study 
but littio interesting was alTordod by tho 
(jthur British representatives. Sir Roun- 
I'alnn^r, a.n the losing Attorney, of course 
felt his defeat keenly, and did notattompt 
to bido his chagrin. Lord Tentordon 
wrote busily, just as ]Mr. Croukling writos 
in the Senate when Mr. Schurz lashes his 
arrogance. 

.•\fter some formalities had boon con- 
(dudod. Count Sclopes offered a congratu- 
latory speech, and thon, with a few words 
of compliment for the agents and the 
counsel as widl as for Geneva, tho worthy 
President fmishod his remarks, and de- 
clared tho Tribunal of Arbitration formal- 
ly dissolved. As soon as he sat down a 
battery of artillery, which had been pro- 
vided by tho thoughtful Genovese, bel- 
lowed out a hoarse salute of 22 guns, tho 
nnmber of Cantons in Switzerland. Tho 
old Hotel de Ville shook under tho hoavy 
volleys, and tho compliment was heartily 
appreciated by all. After a general ex- 
change of congratulations, the party broke 
up, and at 2 o'clock the "concierge" was 
undisputed master of the deserted ohani- 
bor." 



Another Australian Ro- 
mance. 

Tlio ilolbourno correspondent of tho 
Sydney Morninj; Herald contributes 
tlie following paragraph in his last 
letter: 

Australian romance has received an- 
other illustration in a case just decided in 
our Equity Court. In some of its inci- 
dents tho case resembles the celebrated 
Tichbourue disijute. Tho identity of tho 
principal jjarty was tho subject of miudi 
conllicling testimonj-, and the authenti- 
city of doiuinipnts introduced into the 
trial was as vigorously disputed as in the 
more celebrated trial in London. In Jan- 
uary, 1871, a Mr. Thomas Graham, a 
brewer, died in Melbourne. His widow 
administored to his estate, and ajjpears to 
have got legal ])oss(>s.sion of his exten- 
sive pro))erty. Shortly afterward, how- 
ever, a man arrived in tho Colony from 
England, claiming to ho tho older of two 
sons of the deeeast^d by ft lirst wife, and 
ho disputed the widow's title and claimed 
tlio in-oijorty on behalf of himself and 
brotlior. ,\n Eipiity suit followed, and 
the following extraordinary history wa."i 
evolved from tho evidence: In 1820 a 
Thomas Graham was married in Beverly, 
in Y''orkshire, but after a few years matri- 
monial s(piabliles led to his separating 
from his wif(! (with whom he left two sons 
of the inarriagej, and he wont to Man- 
chester, where ho married a wi<low, and 
the couple opened the Shakespeare Hotel 
in that town. Business was not very 
prosperous with them, and in 1832 they 
sailed for Melbourne with six children — 
two by Graham and four by his wife's 
lirst husliand, Tlie ship was burned at 
sea, and only Graham and one of his ,'?ons 
were saved. They wt!re taken to Rio, 
where Irrahain worked a.'i cabinet-maker, 
and ultimately ho and his son sailed for 
Hobart Town. There Graham be- 
came aoquainted with a man 
named (.'rook, who ke])t a public 
house, but he was still moreintimite with 
Cr(jok's wife, and, after a while, elojisd 
with her to Melbourne. . Hero they wore 
married, although Crook was still living, 
and so also was Graham's first wife in 
England. Graham commenced as a buil- 
der. Ho was Biibsequontly a hotelkeei)er 
and then a Invjwer, and amassed a larg(! 
Iiroperty, Sumo year:i after tho marriag(! 
with Mrs. Oook, her husband in Hobart 
Town died, and the young Crooks found 
thoir way to Molbourno, and wore not at 
all unwilling to profit by tho wealth fif 
their mother's paramour. In the latter 
end of 1870, Graham had premonitions of 
an ai)proai'hing end, and bis thoughts 
wc'iit back to th(> two sons whom ho had 
desertcfl in Yorkshire more than -10 year.-^ 
previously, lb) then sat down and wrote 
a h'ttiM- to these sons, telling them ho was 
rich, and wishing them to come and share 
his wealth before he died. The letter 
addressed, "John Lancaster Graham or 
William Graham, his brother, Bovorly, 
YorkHhiro, I'Jugliuid," and, strango to soy 
it found its way direct to the jiorsons ad- 
dressed. Thoir mother, it appears, had 
died in poverty in 18G0, but tho eldest 
son, on receipt of this unlooked-for letter 
from his long-ostrangod father, took ship 
for Jlelhourno, finding, however, on his 
arrival tliat his fathor liad died shortly 
after posting his last letter. Ho has now, 
after a most longthened investigation — in 
which his father's identity was disputed, 
and ho has boon charged with being an 
iiniiostor. and the letter from his fathor 
denouiii'i'd as a forgery — succeeded in as- 
KHrtiii: ' liin right to tho whole of the pro- 
perty left by Thomas Graham, and tho 
supiiosed lawful widow, with her numer- 
ous oll'spnng by Crook, have been dispos- 
sossod, tho conclusion in faot ht\a been, 
sufforing virtue rowtvrdnil, (\nd tl(oatr-ange 
history wil] lu>vo supplied niatorial as in- 
torosting as any fiction for novelists and 
sonsgtioiial writers present and to oomo. 



The Apes of Gibraltar- 

EFFECTS OF UNDUE ZEAL IN IIUNTINO. 

A coiTospoiulontof tlio London Tolo- 
gr£iph witing from Gibraltar under date 
of September 19, says: 

"The Governor, Sir Fenwick "Wil- 
liams, of Kars, ia popular, and makes 
an oxcellont comniiuidor. Ho and his 
predecessors have mainly dovolod tbem- 
•selvos to defending tho ajje.s that are to 
bo found on the rock against hostile 
attacks from tho garrison or town. 
Those apes aro tho only wild monkeys 
in Europe. They have been here from 
time immemorial, and tlioy aro rever- 
enced as much as their brotlicrs in tho 
sacred gi-oves of Bennres. The moat 
stringent orders are issued against in- 
juring them. From the signal battery 
on the top of the rock soldiers are al- 
ways on tlio lookout with telescopes for 
tboni, and tho number seen every day 
is registered in a book. A few mouths 
ago, a youno' gculluinau arrived lierc, 
fresh from Kchuol,us a ensign in a regi- 
ment. Wandering over the rock with 
a gun he espied an ape, and, as he 
thought it would bo interesting to send 
home a stuCed moukuy, shot it. Im- 
agine the horror of the town and gam- 
son when tho lad came back through 
tho streets bearing witU bim triumpli- 
antly tho result of his day's shooting. An 
oflicor--evcii an eiisij:;!! - -is a vei-y groat 
u''an here. Tim inlialiitaiits did not 
davo to rusli upon t.lio sacreligions 
wretch who had slaughtered a creature 
almost as holy as an officer. Some 
aat at their doorstops in silent 
liorror, and veiled their countenances. 
Othe :3 followed the corjiso of tho dead ape 
to see what would happen to its murderer. 
Gibraltar was in for it — a state of wild 
excitement. Whon the ensign reached 
his barracks his colonel and Virothor oili- 
oers explained to him the fearful crime of 
which ho had been guilty. So groat, in- 
deed, was tho oirense that it was folt tlii.t 
tho Governor alone could deal with it. 
Sir Fenwick Williams is a man of a kind- 
Iv nature ; but even he, I understand, 
thought for some time of nothing less 
than cashiering the unfortunate ensign ; 
while one or two of the permanent author- 
ities, who on hearing what had occurred, 
immediately went to the Government 
House to tender their advice, wore strong- 
ly in favor of tho "lex talionis," and the 
ensign being slain to avenge the "manes" 
of tho .sla\ightored ape. Aftflr a lengthy 
discu-ision, ho was consigned to captivity 
Ho has since been released, but ho has 
left his own name in prison, and is now 
called by every one 'Dn C'haillu."

Street music is to 
be that of tlie future, and in thirty or 
fortj- years Beethoven's symj'jhoniea and 
Handel's oratorios are destined to be 
listened to only in beer gardens by "a 
wino-diinkiug, cigar-smoking audi- 
ence."

In liii^'laiid it used to 
bo a eomiiion form of bribery at tho 
elections to bet tho voter that ho would 
not vote for a certain candidate. The 
voter, of course, voted for the candidate 
mentioned, and thus won the bet. — 
Saucelito (Cal.) Herald.
